When it began, it seemed to 
touch and glance suddenly into 
almost every part of the town. 
But few indeed escaped from 
its influence. A considerable 
number of those who were not 
of the Society, were subjects of 
this work.* Nor can we find 
many, I think but very few, a- 
bove the age of 16, who did 
not for a while tremble before 
God. 

‘It is remarkable that but’ 
one or two under the age of t6 
are counted among the hopeful 
converts. Indeed those of this 
age, and younger were, dur- 
ing the whole of the awakening, 
unusually unfeeling. It seems 
as though God meant cffectual- 
ly to shut the mouths of gain- 
sayers: for if any grade of peo- 
ple might be supposed to be af- 
fected by the preaching of the 
terrors of divine wrath, or fright- 
ed with the thought of hell and 
damnation ;or ifany class might 
be wrought upon by affection- 
ate exhortations or addresses to 
the passions ; or be moved by 
mere sympathy, we should se- 
lect the class from childhood to 
46 or 17 years: yet almost all 
these have been passed by, and 
Imost men and women, from 20 
to 70, who were not subjects 
before, have been much aiva- 
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kened, and. many of them con- 
yerted. 

+‘ 7 mentioned that the work 
was extraordinary in its pewer, 
rapidity and short duration. 
The convictions indeed have 
been in general very severe and 
pungeut. The stoutest spirits 
have been at once overwhelm- 
ed. ‘The duration of what is 
sometimes calied a Lavw-work, 
bas been generally from eight 
to ten days: ; In some instances 
rauch shorter.
